Data will Help Farmers and 
Ranchers to Select the Coverage 
Options that Their Fit Needs 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 1, 
2014 — U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) Farm Ser¬ 
vice Agency (FSA) Administra¬ 
tor Juan M. Garcia announced 
today that farmers should start 
receiving notices updating them 
on their current base acres, yields 
and 2009-2012 planting history. 
The written updates are an im¬ 
portant part of preparing agri¬ 
cultural producers for the new 
safety net programs established 
by the 2014 Farm Bill. 

“We’re sending these reports 
to make sure that farmers and 
ranchers have key information 
as they make critical decisions 
about programs that impact their 
livelihood,” said Garcia. “It’s im¬ 
portant that producers take a few 
minutes to cross check the infor¬ 
mation they receive with their 
own farm records. If the informa¬ 
tion is correct, no further action 
is needed at this time. But if our 
letter is incomplete or incorrect, 
producers need to contact their 
local FSA county office as soon 
as possible.” 

Verifying the accuracy of data 
on a farm’s acreage history is 
an important step for producers

enrolling in the upcoming Ag¬ 
riculture Risk Coverage (ARC) 
program and the Price Loss Cov¬ 
erage (PLC) program. Later this 
summer, farmers and ranchers 
will have an opportunity to up¬ 
date their crop yield information 
and reallocate base acres. 

“We’re working hard to pre¬ 
pare and educate farmers on the 
new programs created by the 
2014 Farm Bill,” added Garcia. 
“I encourage producers to bring 
their USDA notice to any sched¬ 
uled appointments with the local 
FSA county office. This will help 
ensure they have the information 
they need with them to discuss 
the available program options.” 

By mid-winter all produc¬ 
ers on a farm will be required 
to make a one-time, unanimous 
and irrevocable election between 
price protection and county reve¬ 


nue protection or individual rev¬ 
enue protection for 2014-2018 
crop years. Producers can expect 
to sign contracts for ARC or PLC 
for the 2014 and 2015 crop years 
in early 2015. 

Covered commodities in¬ 
clude barley, canola, large and 
small chickpeas, corn, crambe, 
flaxseed, grain sorghum, lentils, 
mustard seed, oats, peanuts, dry 
peas, rapeseed, long grain rice, 
medium grain rice (includes short 
grain rice and temperate japonica 
rice), safflower seed, sesame, 
soybeans, sunflower seed, and 
wheat. Upland cotton is no lon¬ 
ger a covered commodity.

Just two days after hundreds of 
thousands of Toledo residents 
were advised not to bathe in 
or drink their own tap water, 
today scientists from the 
Louisiana Universities Marine 
Consortium released their annual 
measurement of the Gulf of 
Mexico’s Dead Zone, and the 
results are grim. 

The Dead Zone, named for 
the result of oxygen deprivation 
on the Gulf’s aquatic life, 
has been estimated at 5,008 
square miles this year. That 
measurement equals an area 
roughly the size of Connecticut 
and is three times larger than 
the 2015 goal established by a 
task force specifically created 
to address the problem and 
comprised of Mississippi River 
state representatives and federal 
agencies. 

The issue affecting lake water 
in Toledo and ocean water off 
the coast of Louisiana is the 
same: nitrogen and phosphorus 
pollution from agricultural 
fertilizer runoff and discharges 
from waste water treatment 
plants and industrial sources 
with no limits or weak limits 
on these pollutants. The excess 
nitrogen and phosphorus causes 
fish kills, death to livestock and 
pets, and damage to drinking 
water supplies. 


“Currently we are seeing 
the impacts of nitrogen and 
phosphorous pollution, not 
only off the Louisiana coast, 
but throughout the country,” 
said Matt Rota, Senior 
Policy Director of the Gulf 
Restoration Network, a member 
organization in the Mississippi 
River Collaborative, a group 
of environmental organizations 
working on pollution solutions 
for the Mississippi River. 

In lakes and rivers, nitrogen 
and phosphorus pollution causes 
rapid algae growth which dies 
off and decomposes, depriving 
the water of oxygen needed to 
support freshwater and marine 
life and creating dangerous toxins 
like microsystin, the primary 
reason the Toledo drinking water 
was deemed unsafe. 

Despite voluntary initiatives to 
addres s the Dead Zone encouraged 
by the EPA and several state 
regulatory agencies, nitrogen and 
phosphorus pollution continues to 
be a major problem. This lack of 
regulation forced members of the 
Mississippi River Collaborative 
to petition EPA for action in 2008 
and ultimately file suit against 
EPA in 2012. Specifically, this 
lawsuit was filed due to EPA’s 
refusal to set numeric standards 
for nitrogen and phosphorus 
pollution or ensure that states 
did so themselves in a timely 
manner.

What’s your advice on asking 
for a raise at work when you 
have more responsibility than 
a co-worker but the same title 
on paper? After being with my 
company four years, I feel like I 
should make more money and I 
have the right to complain about 
this.

Dear Vanessa, 

Sorry, no. You don’t have a 
right to complain. You agreed 
on your pay, and you are doing 
your job the way your character 
and integrity tell you to do the 
job. If someone else is a slacker 
in the same position, that doesn’t 
mean a whole lot in terms of your 
personal compensation. 

I’ve got several people at 
my company who hold similar 
positions and make similar 


money. Some of them have been 
here for years, while others are 
relatively new. I don’t pay people 
for how long they’ve been in the 
building, and I don’t want anyone 
on my team who doesn’t give 
100 percent. Now, that may be a 
different issue than pay, but at the 
same time I don’t want someone 
who gives 50 percent and I pay 
them 50 percent. I want everyone 
at 100 percent, but that kind of 
thing isn’t your problem. It’s the 
company’s problem, because she 
works for them and not you. 

If you honestly feel like 
you deserve a raise because of 
your effort and performance, 
that’s fine. Sit down with your 
leader and make a logical and 
reasonable argument for why 
you deserve more money. But 
don’t bring up your co-worker 
and what he or she makes in 


the discussion. That’s just not 
relevant. What is relevant is your 
worth and the value you bring to 
the organization. 

But a comparative analysis 
with someone else on staff just 
isn’t a good idea. I’d stay away 
from that, Vanessa.

No matter our age, we all need 
protein. According to the USD A 
Center for Nutrition Policy and 
Promotion, most people, ages 9 
and older, should eat five to sev¬ 
en ounces of protein foods each 
day. Protein foods include a va¬ 
riety of both animal (meat, poul¬ 
try, seafood and eggs) and plant 
(beans, peas, soy products, nuts, 
and seeds). 

Even as senior citizens reach 
an age when they might not be as 
active as they once were, it is still 
important to fill their plates with 
a variety of proteins. A variety of 
protein foods is key to promoting 
a healthy lifestyle, not just for se¬ 
nior citizens, but for everyone. 

The USD A suggests that ev¬ 
eryone eats a variety of foods 
from the Protein Foods Group 
each week. Experimenting with 
main dishes made with beans or 
peas, nuts, soy, and seafood will 
make this easier to do while mak¬ 
ing it fun, too. 

Eat seafood in place of meat or 
poultry twice a week. Selecting a 
variety of seafoods items which 
are higher in oils and low in mer¬ 
cury, such as salmon, trout, and 
herring is recommended. 

One egg a day, on average, 
doesn’t increase the risk for heart 
disease, so make eggs a part of 
your weekly choices. Only the 
egg yolk contains cholesterol and 
saturated fat, so have as many 
egg whites as you want. 

Eating more plant protein foods 
can be accomplished by trying 
beans and peas, such as, kidney, 
pinto, black, or white beans; split 
peas; chickpeas; hummus). Soy 
products, nuts, and seeds are 
naturally low in saturated fat and 
high in fiber, just like beans. 

Needing a snack in the middle 
of the day? Try some unsalted 
nuts or seeds. On salads or in 
main dishes the nuts and seeds 
can be used to replace meat or 
poultry. Nuts and seeds are a 
concentrated source of calories, 
so eat small portions to keep cal¬ 
ories in check. 

Looking to change things up 
a bit by adding different tastes 
while staying health, try grill¬ 
ing, broiling, roasting, or baking. 
They don’t add extra fat. Some 
lean meats need slow, moist 
cooking to be tender. Try using 
a slow cooker, but avoid bread¬ 
ing meat or poultry, which adds 
calories. 

In the mood for a sandwich? 
Making them with turkey, roast 
beef, canned tuna or salmon, or 
peanut butter keep sandwiches 
healthy and good for you. Many 
deli meats, such as regular bolo¬ 
gna or salami, are high in fat and 
sodium, so make them occasional 
treats only. 

Small portions should be in 
mind when preparing meat. Get 
the flavor you crave but in a 
smaller portion. Make or order a 
smaller burger or a “petite” size 
steak. 

It is also important to watch 
your sodium intake. Check the 
Nutrition Facts label to limit 
sodium. Salt is added to many 
canned foods - including beans 
and meats. Many processed 
meats, such as ham, sausage, 
and hot dogs are high in sodium. 
Some fresh chicken, turkey, and 
pork are brined in a salt solution 
for flavor and tenderness.

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City seeks turnkey bid for Terrace Drive project

When Johnny McTurner was 
hired as the City Manager for 
Hickman, one of his tasks was 
to repair Terrace Drive. A year 
and a half later funds have been 
received from FEMA (Federal 
Emergency Management Agen¬ 
cy). The City of Hickman was 
awarded $229,949.18 for the 
project. The City also received 
$67,700 in emergency man¬ 
agement funding, for a total of 
$297,649.18. 

“The bid we received from 
Geostabilization International 
out of Grand Junction, Colo, 
for the Terrace Drive project is 


for $322,100,” stated McTurn¬ 
er. “The total funds received 
amounts to $229,949.18.” There 
is a shortfall of $24,450.82, 
which doesn’t include needed 
dozer work, rerouting the gas 
line, rip/rap, and soil nailing. 

“How much more funding do 
we actually need?” asked Com¬ 
missioner Charles Choate. 

“I estimate a ballpark figure of 
$100,000,” answered McTurner. 

City Public Works Director 
Mike Hartigan is ready to reroute 
that gas line immediately. “If we 
cut the 4” line and cap it off it 
will adversely affect a Hickman 
business,” Hartigan stated. “It 
needs to be rerouted.” Luckily 


the water line has shifted like the 
gas line has during the slide of 
Terrace Drive. 

City Clerk Donna Haney in¬ 
formed the commission that they 
do have other funds, like map¬ 
ping funds to assist them with the 
funding of the project. “It is criti¬ 
cal that we get this job pushed 
forward,” she said. 

“We need to proceed,” added 
Mayor David Lattus. “We are 
running out of summer time.” 

The Commission elected to 
reject the bid from the Colorado 
company, and McTurner was in¬ 
structed to pursue a turnkey bid 
for the project.

City to seek bids for WHBC sewer project

After a lengthy discussion in 
July about the West Hickman 
Baptist Church sewer project, 
City Manager Johnny McTurner 
was instructed to see if the scope 
of the project could be altered to 
accommodate the equipment the 
city has on hand. “It has been 
changed to a 14 feet hole,” Mc¬ 
Turner informed the Commis¬ 
sion Monday night, but we still 
have to dig out at least 28 feet for 
safety reasons.” 


Remember that the initial cap 
for expenses on this project was 
set at $14,000 McTurner in¬ 
formed the Commissioners and 
Mayor David Lattus that ad¬ 
ditional items would need to be 
purchased including manhole 
covers and other items. 

Even if the public works de¬ 
partment purchased the trench 
box needed to safely dig the 
holes, they don’t have the equip¬ 
ment to haul it or lift it. 

“We need to bid it out,” stated 
Commissioner David Weatlerly. 


“We are committed to it. I don’t 
see any other way to do it.” 

“If it was in a subdivision it 
would be a better pill to swallow,” 
stated Commissioner Charles 
Choate. “They are the only one 
in this area and it will take years 
to regain what the city will spend 
to complete the project.” 

It has been estimated that the 
entire project will cost the city 
around $40,000. 

“I don’t know if we will ever 
recoup that expense,” concluded 
Commissioner Weatherly.

improve the town. “How can we 
do this,” he asked. “I know we 
can’t solve the issues over night. 
I have seen a lot of changes in 
the last 20 years, some good and 
some worse. It would be foolish 
of me to call myself a pastor if I 
didn’t want to help. What can the 
church do for the city? 

All four commissioners, Roger 
Adams, Charles Choate, David 
Weatherly, and Phillip Williams, 
along with Mayor David Lattus 
each shared some ideas with 
McClure, while thanking him for 
coming to them to help out. 

One issue that particularly 
troubled McClure was the need 
for a curfew. “I see kids in 
their teens walking the streets 
around 11 p.m. or even as late 
as midnight,” said McClure. “I 
think if the police start picking 
them up and taking them to the 
police station for their parents to 
come get them, sooner or later 
parents will get tired of having to 
get up in the middle of the night 
to go get them.” 

Police Chief Tony Grogan 
explained that it really comes 
down to accountability for 
parents. “Curfew violators are 
not heavily enforced by the court 
system,” he said. “Parents need 
to step up.” 

Adding activities like a 5th 
quarter, rotating at different 
churches, following sporting 
events could be one way to 
keep teens safely off the streets, 
suggested Commissioner 

Adams. 

Hickman’s curfew, during the 
school year, is 10 p.m. on school 
nights and midnight on the 
weekends for anyone under the 
age of 18. 

Major, a resident of Pecan 
Circle, voiced his concern over 
the need for enforcing all city 
ordinances across the board 
among all citizens. “I want to 


thank Police Chief Grogan and 
his staff for doing what they can 
for their city,” he said. “I don’t 
think they have quite the backing 
from the city leadership that 
they require to enforce all city 
ordinances.” 

Major didn’t single out any 
specific issues, but did say that 
in East Hickman, one of the main 
issues is dogs running loose. He 
has talked to several members of 
the Commission, City Manager 
Johnny McTurner, Mayor Lattus 
and members of the police 
department regarding this issue. 

“There seems to be a fear of 
reprisal when enforcing city 
ordinances and I just want that 
noted,” he continued. “I am 
not looking for back and forth 
questions, just asking the panel 
(commission) to support Johnny. 
He has done a fantastic job since 
he has been here and I would like 
to see him stay. He seems to care 
about the city.” 

Major would like to see all 
city ordinances enforced among 
all citizens, not just certain ones. 
“The dog issue in east Hickman 
does affect me, that’s where my 
house is,” he said. 

Commissioner Choate, the 
first to respond, says that the 
Commission backs the police 
and Johnny (McTurner) 110%. 

“That’s not what others have 
said,” Major stated. 

“We do back him (McTurner) 
and have addressed issues 
110%,” reiterated Commissioner 
Choate. 

After Major and Choate each 
had their say, Commissioner 
Weatherly brought up the fact 
that Major, as a citizen, has a 
right to be concerned. “I wasn’t 
aware that we had a dog problem 
until we talked about it,” he 


said. “No one came to me. I now 
know we have had some dogs in 
yards that don’t belong to them 
and we have since stepped up 
enforcement.” Weatherly went as 
far as to say he drove the streets 
in different areas of the city in 
search of dogs on the loose. 

It was then pointed out that 
it is a matter of safety for all, 
especially small children. No 
one wants their child bitten by 
someone’s dog. 

Commissioner Choate also 
acknowledged the fact that the 
dog problem used to be more 
pronounced, but it has gotten 
better. 

McTurner informed everyone 
that the city now has a live trap 
at their disposal and that the 
vicious dog ordinance calls 
for dog owners of pit bulls and 
rotweillers to have $100,000 
insurance on animals that fit the 
criteria of vicious. 

Mayor Lattus called for 
cooperation between the citizens 
and the city. “If they call about 
a loose dog, but don’t want to 
say who it belongs to or file a 
complaint, the city’s hands are 
tied,” he said. “All we can say 
right now is we will endeavor 
to go by the ordinance as it is 
written, if you don’t feel that 
is happening then see me or 
Johnny.” 

“Just support Police Chief 
Grogan,” Major said. 

“We do it within the letter of the 
law,” Commissoner Weatherly 
chimed in. 

“I appreciate the proactive 
stance,” noted Major. “I hope 
this isn’t temporary. I don’t want 
to see it go back to square one.” 

Heath Carlton was in 
attendance Monday night.

Magistrate James Black 
recommended Dennis Warner, 
laid off at the time and working 
on cars, to be the new mechanic 
for the Fulton County Road 
Department in August 1986. “I 
found out that I was hired when 
my wife read about it in the 
newspaper,” he said on Monday 
afternoon. “I was the road 
department’s mechanic for six 
years.” 

One day Fulton County 
Judge/Executive Mike Homra 
approached Warner, saying he 
needed to speak with him. “I 
couldn’t figure out what I did,” 
he said. Warner soon found out 
that he was being considered for 
a promotion. 

“Percy Thomas, Road 
Supervisor in the early 90s highly 
recommended me to take his place 
as Road Supervisor,” Warner 
noted. “So Judge/Executive 
Homra was asking me if I would 
consider taking the job.” 

Now, 22 years later, Warner is 
ready to retire. He will officially 
leave his post on August 31, 
2014. 

“When I first started we had 
wore out equipment and the 
county was broke,” recalled 
Warner looking back over his 
career. “When Mr. Harold 
Garrison was judge/executive we 
worked on three different FEMA 
projects and that’s how we got 
back on our feet.” 

Those FEMA projects aided 


the county with the resurfacing 
of many miles of roads that were 
flooded back then in the 90s. “We 
black topped about 90 percent 
of the roads during that time,” 
Warner added. 

Another significant time during 
Warner’s tenure has been the 
paving of gravel roads. “At one 
time we had 68 miles of gravel 
roads and now we are down to 
38,” he said proudly. 

With just a few days left on the 
job, Warner had some friendly 
advice for Ins replacement, Alan 
Coffey. Coffey has been with 
the road department for 12 years 
now, he will finish out Warner’s 
term through December 31,2014. 
The Road Supervisor Position is 
appointed each year by the Fulton 
County Fiscal Court. 

“I told him if anything comes 
up, let me know,” Warner, “and to 
take care of emergency jobs first 
and then when calls come in, take 
care of them in order and work on 
them.” 

One thing Warner isn’t going 
to miss about his job is being on 
called 24/7. “I also told Alan that 
he can expect calls at all times of 
the night,” Warner added. “That 
is one thing I won’t miss.” 

Following retirement Warner 
plans on staying in the grove 
with his mechanic work and 
also spending some time fishing 
with the grandkids. “My wife, 
Parah, and I plan on doing a little 
bit of traveling, too,” he noted. 
“Something that was hard to do 
when I was on call 24/7.”
